Performance—  Even  his  anonymous  Pieces  were  lo  far  from 
being  difown’d  by  him,  that  he  always,  upon  being  rifle  u 
acknowledged  he  was  the  Autnor.  but  ol  a.l  tnc 
of  anonymous  Prop-ry  Papers  which  have  appeareu 
during  our  Conceits,  there  cannot  be  found  a  Man  that 
will  own  one  of  them  ;  on  the  contrary,  the  greatel-  Caic 
anti  Pains  is  taken  to  conceal  me  Lames  oi  uv.u  imta. 
Writers. 
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From  whence  they  have  gathered,  that  Mr.  F-nh 
Friends  “  make  it  a  Condition  on  which  alone  they  will 
make  a  Reply ,  I  am  at  a  Lois  to  gucls.  No  W  ords  in 
Mr.  h-s’s  Advertifement  imply  any  thing  of  the  kind. 
It  is  there  faid,  that  if  they  will  avow  their  Performance* 
in  fuch^  Cafe ,  there  fhall  be  a  Reply  pubiifhed  with  the 
Writer  s  Name  affixed.  Butfureiy  this  is  not  to  be  con- 
ftrued  to  mean  that,  if  they  donrt  avow  it,  there  will  then 
be  no  Reply  made,  either  anonymous  or  o the?' wife.  If  you 
really.  Gentlemen,  do  imagine  that  this  was  the  Intention 
of  either  Mr.  H—s>  or  any  other  of  Mr.  F—n' s  Frienus, 
you  flatter  yourfelves  egregiouliy,  They  were  determined* 
from  the  firft,  to  cc  detect  and  expoie  what  was  falle  in  the 
Anfwer  to  the  Remarks,55  but  then  they  wanted  alio  to 
ietedl  and  expofe  the  Author  of  thole  Falfities ,  and  thereby 
prevent  his  impofing  on  the  Publick  in  future  *  which  could 
not  be  done  without  he  could  be  made  to  appear.  For 
this  Purpoie,  and  "to  ffiow  his  Regard  for  an  abfent  Friend* 
Mr.  II— -s  pubiifhed  his  Challenge ;  but,  to  do  you  Juftice* 
you  have  had  the  Addrds  to  ddcover  the  Plot,  and  have 
therefore  prudently  declined  entering  the  Lifts.

As  to  myfelf,  I  am  but  young  and  inexperienced  in 
waging  PV ndy-lV this  being  the  firft  Campaign  I  ever 
ferved  *  yet  have  I  Spirit  enough  to  attack  the  great  Giant 
himfelf  in  his  Caftley  notwithstanding  all  his  Blunderbuffes . 
But  ffiou’d  I  not  iucceed  in  my  Attempt,  there  is  a  hardy 
Band  of  Veterans,  all  fure  Markfmen,  and  long  enured 
to  Service,  who  intend  foon  to  charge  their  Rifle-barreVd 
Quills ,  and  mak£  one  general  Allault  on  the  Giant  and  all 
his  Adherents.  A  Body  of  light  Infantry,  all  Volunteers 
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of  undaunted  Courage,  have  already  entered  into  the 
Service,  and  have  undertaken  to  fkirmifh  with  the  Enemy’s 
Flankers  and  advanced  Guards,  and  occafionally  attack 
home  of  their  Gut-Pofts. 

However,  fettingafide  the  “blundering  Simplicity” 
cf  our  Author,  who  Files  Mr .  H—s  a  “  Weljh  Squire,” 
tho?  he  was  born  in  Pennsylvania ,  I  fhall  proceed  to  the 
next  Sentence,  .which  is  indeed  a  curious  One.  It  is  there 
laid,  that  Mr.  H—s  “  by.  calling  for  a  Gentleman  of 
“  Character  to  enter  the  Lifts  with  him,  is  made  to  pay

Thole  contained  in  the  Proteft  were  fully  refuted  by  the 
Remarks ,  not  only  to  the  Satisfaction  of  every  Man  of 
Candor,  but  even  of  fome  of  the  Protefters  themfelvcs.

Unfight,  unfecn,  cfpoufe  a  Side 
At  Random,  like  a  Prince’s  Eri 
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To  damn  their  Souls,  and  iwear  and  lye  for, 

And  at  a  Venture  live  and  die  for.  Butler . 

I  have,  however,  fo  much  Charity  as  to  believe  that 
fever  a!  of  the  Protefters  are  now  fo  alhamed  of  the  lean- 
dalous  Part  they  have  acted ,  that  they  would  refufe  ro  do 
the  like  again,  even  tho5  directed  by  Mr.  A--n,  and  threaten’d 
with  the  Lois  of  their  Commiffions.  It  is  but  Juftice  too 
that  I  Ihould  mention  my  having  heard  that  one  of  them 
has  declared,  “  He  almoft  wifhed  his  Hand  had  been  cut 
off  before  he  fign’d  the  Proteil,  but  that  he  was  prevailed 
upon  to  do  it  againft  his  Judgment.5’

it  you  may  depend  that  Mr.  b — n  Mil  expcL  \ou  in  iuc^ 
a  Manner  'as  to  make  you  repent  it  as  long  as  you  live. 
Sign  it,  however,  he  did,  and  gloried  in  it  till  tht  Rem  or  rs 
appeared.  When  they  came  out,  he  was  in  a  terrible  I  rc- 
pidaticn  indeed.  “  Wha-wha-wha-V*  hat  (lays  he  to  one 
„of  his  Acquaintance)  can  make  Mr.  1  n  tile  me  in  thA 
Manner  —  He-he-he  ieems  angry  !  Bla-bla-bla-Blek  me, 
I  never  dreamt  he  would  have  ta-ta-ta-taken  it  lo  ill,  or  I 
fhoukl  not  have  figned  it  —I  don't  know  that  I  ever  ipo-fpo- 
jpoke  a  difreipedttul  Word  of  him  in  my  Lite  —I  always 
thought  him  aMa-ma-Man  ot  Integrity  and  aMa-ma-Man 
of  Abilities,  tho5 1  did  not  like  his  Po-po-po-Politicks. 

How  very  little  difrefpehljul  he  has  talk  d  or  Mr.  A-  ?t

That  he  who  is  fo  link’d  with  the  Prep— r,  and  has 
had,  with  his  Brother-in-law,  the  alrnoft  foie  Difpofition 
ot  Offices  in  this  Province  for  a  confiderable  Number  of 
Years,  ffitould  be  ftrenuous  in  oppofing  a  King’s  Govern¬ 
ment,  is  not  to  be  wondered  at ;  nor  ffiould  we  blame  him 
greatly,  or  any  others  poffefs’d  of  Offices  under  the  Pro— r, 
Xor  their  Struggle  on  this  Occafion,  provided  they  behaved 
decently  j  and  did  not-,  for  the  Sake  of  fuccceding  in  their 
Schemes,  attack  the  good  Names  of  thole  who  are  of  a 
different  Opinion  with  themielves.

Favour  in  Land  Purchases,  by  illicit  Trade,  and  by  — 
what  may  be  mentioned  another  Time,  pofiefied  of  a  large 
Ff:ate\_As  to  Mr.  H---S ,  his  Father  left  him  a  handfome 
Fortune,  to  which  he  has  made  a  ccnfiderable  Addition  by 
his  boneji  Induitry  and  good  Management.  It  is  true  that 
his  Lilate  is  not  lb  great  as  Mr.  A—  ;fs,  but  it  is  neverthe- 
Ids  fuch  as  puts  him  upon  a  Footing  with  any  Man  in 
the  Province.

U  ^art>  anc^ t0  -aVe  fent  the  Piece  when  pubiifhed,  to  all 
his  Acquaintance  a 0 road,  recommending  v:  as  a  very  tin f* 
Performance,  containing  a  juft  Account  of  Mr.  F—rfs 
Conduct;  it  was  but  reaibnable  to  imagine,  that  he  would 
be  either  weak  or  wicked  enough  to  own  himfclf  the 
Author,  or  at  ieait  undertake  to  jufiify  the  Contents. 
This  too  was  the  rather  to  be  expected, 
us  a  recent  Inftance  of  his 

he  had  no  hand  in  ;  namely,  the  Putting  off  the 'Star,  :p-Duty  * 
as  plainl)  appears  by  a  Letter  from  °Mr.  Hufke,  Member 
ot  1  arliament,  which  was  'Jigned  with  his  Name,  and 
fubiijhed  in  all  the  Lews -Papers  on  pile  Continent  except 
thofe  of  S^uilfylvaina ;  and  why  it  was  not  publifh’d  there 
needs  not  to  be  explained.  So  for  it  feems  was  he  from 
contributing  thereto,  mat  it  was  the  ct  blundering  Simplicity " 
of  our  ffuilfylvaman  C4  Sqiare  ff  which  made  the  Mini  (try 
mere  determined  in  that  Matter  than  they  otherwile  would 
liave  been.  Such  a  Man  as  this  had  needs  he,  as  our 
Author  fays,  “  not  io  ccftituteof  id  lends  as  to  be  under  a 
“Neceflityof  advocating  his  own  Caufe  :55  For  where  a 
C’auie  requires  fuel)  a  oeal  of  advocating,  it  would  be  a 
cruel  NeceJJity  indeed  if  one  fo  little  capable  was  obliged 
to  perform  the  Whole.  The  Herculean  Labour  of  cleaning 
the  Augean  Stable  was  not  an  Undertaking  of  half  iuch 
Difficulty. 

When  thefe  fame  Friends ,  or  rather  Creatures ,  will

—  And  they  might  have  added,  poor  Souls!  if  the 
learned  Doctors  of  the  College  had  no  material  Objection 
to  furnifhing;  a  good  Rhime,  and  the  pitiful  Mallei  D  n 
would  promife  not  to  take  Offence  j 

We  “  Authors  had  much  rather  eat” 

Than  run  the  Riique  of  being  beat . 

It  is  diverting  to  hear  one  of  theie  cc  'poor  Authors 
(as  they  juftly  itile  themfelves  when  they  lpeak  or  their 
Authcrjhip)  talk  of  the  Danger  of  being  “  frighten’d  out 
*c  of  his  Wits,”  and  yet  dilcover  to  his  Readers  that  he 
has  not  even  the  Wit  to  know  the  Difference  between  leaving 
:  a  Matter  to  Arbitration,  and  laying  a  Wager.  Alas,  poor 

Devil!  even  your  Employer  has  Wit  enough  to  know,  and 
could  have  informed  you,  that  every  Man  in  his  W \ its , 
who  has  any  Difpute  with  the  Prop — rs  about  Property, 
chuffs,  tho’  he  may  have  the  Law  ever  lo  clear  of  his  Side, 
rather  to  leave  the  Matter  to  Arbitration,  where  he  has 
“  Half  a  Chance  of  a  favourable  Decree,”  than  run  the 
JRifque  of  a  Decifion  from  a  Pr — ry  C-—fj---ce. 

But  the  true  Reafon  for  this  ‘Jack- Puddings  terming 
Mr.  H—s’s  Propofal  a  Wager,  was,  I  imagine,  that  lie 
might  take  that  Opportunity  cf  inee ring  at  and  ridiculing 
his  Mafter ,  as  he  had  done  before  in  what  he  laid  about 
his  “  Modefty  and  Seale.”  This  leems  plain  from  his 
very  Words,  viz.  “  I  have  heard  a  neijy  Fellow  in  a 
iC  Coffee  Houfe ,  after  every  other  Argument  faiied,  offer

Now  I  appeal  to  every  Frequenter  or  the  Coffee- Houle,  and 
even  to  thofe  who  fit  in  another  Houfe,  whether  our 
illuftrious  Chief  has  not  been  more  dillinguifh’d  lor  that 
Practice  than  any  other  Perfon  they  know,  and  whether  the 
Delcripticn  above  quoted  is  not  ftridtly  applicable  in  all  its 
Parts  to  his  Worfhip’s  Honour. 
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Mr.  //—  j’s  Motives  for  propofing  a  Reference ,  wer e 
noble,  generous,  difinterefted,  and  Inch  as  muft  ever  do 
him  Honour,  with  every  Man  whofc  good  Opinion  is 
valuable.  They  were  to  put  a  Stop  to  any  further  Alter¬ 
cation  with  Regard  to  the  Charade  r  of  his  abfent  Friend, 


“  and  to  prevent  the  Publick  from  being  any  longer  impofed 
“  on  by  ialfe  Reprefentations.”  He  offered  for  that  Pur- 
pole  to  leave  the  Points  in  Difpute  to  the  Decifion  of 
Gentlemen  from  any  of  the  neighbouring  Provinces,  as 
they  might  be  fuppofed  the  moft  unbiaffed  and  impartial. 
And,  that  the  Publick  might  receive  forne  Benefit  in 
whatever  manner  the  Affair  might  ih he,  he  further  offered 
to  pay  'Ten  Pounds  to  the  Provincial  Hofpital,  for  every 
Fact  mentioned  in  the  Anfwer  to  the  Remarks  injurious  to 
Mr.  I7- Character,  which  iliould  be  proved  to  the 
Satisfaction  of  thole  Gentlemen,  provided  the  oppoiite 
Party  would  pay  Five  Pounds  for  every  Falihcod,  or  grofs 
Mifrepreien taci  on  their  Aid  Anfwer  mould  be  proved  to 
contain.  This  was  acting  openly,  like  a  Man  of  Honour 
engaged  in  a  Cauie  which  his  Conlicience  approved  :  He 
had  no  Inclinations  to  have  his  Friend's  true  Character 
concealed  from  the  World:  He  aefired,  for  the  Sake  of 
the  Publick,  that  it  might  undergo  a  ftnCt  Scrutiny,  and 
that  if  Mr.  F—n  was- the  wicked  Man  he  had  been  repre¬ 
sented,  he  might  be  recorded  as  Inch.  This  Propofak 
however,  was-  not  accepted  :  But  every  Perfon  muft  be 
convinced,  that  if  the  Party  could  have  fupported  one 
Half  of  the  Charges  brought  again  ft  Mr.  F—n,  they  would 
not  have  omitted  fuch  an  Opportunity  of  deftroying  his

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Country,  efpecially  at  this  C/ifis  j  and  no  Man,  if  he 
had  really  the  Good  of  his  Country  at  Heait,  v'ou c 
alhamed’or  afraid  to  Support  them  public  my.  Fm 
lcandalous  is  the  Part  the  Pr— ry  Faction  have  acLeu 
the  Gccafion  !  They  even  make  the  very  Equity  oi  t,.e 
Proppfal  a  Reafon  lor  not  agreeing  to  it  ;  “  for  (lay  tney, 
«  that  would  be  lecuring  Mr.  H—s  Half  a  Ch  anc  e  o  a 
“  favourable  Decree”  U  Now  can  thefe  Men  expect  to  be 
deem’d  Gentlemen,  or  as  having  the  lea kSfinclure  of  honour , 
who  will  engage  in  a  Caufe  they  think  fo  very  bad,  mat 
they  cannot  trad  it  to  impartial  Perfons,  becaule  tnere 
will  then  be  half  a  Chance  that  it  is  not  decided  in  their 
Favour?  Nothing  lefs,  it  feems,  will  iatisfy  them. 'than 
does  their  Matter,  the  Pr— r,  who  frill  not  iubmit  any 
Caufe  of  his  to  Judges  here,  unlefs  he  can  command  the 
Determination  of  a  Majority.—  Mr.  H—s  had  not  fpj 
Objeflion  to  refer  the  Matter  to  Perfons  chofen  in  Vuiijyl- 
vania ,  but  lie  imagined  that  it  would  be  deemed  Mi  eft  to 
leave  it  tothofe  who  might  be  iuppoled  to  be  entiiely  c’dl- 
interefied  and  unbiaffed  by  Party.'

to  /how  hrnfelf  openly  in  its  Behalf.  As  to  other  Readcis 
of  the  Anfwer  in  this  Province,  there  is  not  even  one  in 
Five  hundred  but  what  are  fo  far  from  feeming  to  approve, 
that  they  publickly  exprefs  their  Abhorrence  of  it  and  its 
Authors,  and  think  they  ought,  if  poflible,  to  be  dragg’d 
into  Light,  and  expoied  to  publicly  Scorn,  T  hose 
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Those  Vvords  cc  Five  Sixths"  may  likewife  ferve  well 
enough  to  amuie  the  Pr— r  who  lives  at  a  Difcance,  and 
muKc  him  believe  that  tho*  they  did  not  fucceed  in  making 
a  Change  in  the  Aliemb'y,  (which  the  Party  promifed  him

In  the  lame  ridiculous  Light  mult  he  appear  to 
die  Pi--*  is;  for  they  are  not  quite  io  devoid  of  Under- 
Rand  mg  (whatever  he  may  have  reafon  to  think  of  them) 
as  to  believe  it  poilible  tnat  io  great  a  Majority  of  the 
Floufe  would  ha^e  ventured  to  have  cholen  Mr.  F—n  ta 
rep  re  lent  theProvmce  in  England, ,  after  fo  much  had  been 
Lid  and  done  to  prevent  it,  if  they  were  not  allured  of  its 
being  agreable  to  a  great  Majority  of  their  Conftituents. 
“  Mr.  H—-s  (proceeds  our  Author)  tells  us,  or  is  made 
to  teil  us,  that  he  could  not  obfeyve  a  Ruffian  attempting 
to  dab  his  Friend  in  the  Dark ,  without  endeavouring  to 
€i  avert  the  Blow.’5  On  this  I  would  beg  Leave  to  remark, 
that  tho’  it  may,  perhaps  be  proper  enough  for  the  learned

All  that  he  is  ambitious  of,  in  conveying  his  Sentiments, 
is  to  write  and- Ipeak  plain  Englifh ,  unornamented  even  by 
Hibernian  Tropes  and  Figures }  notwithstanding  what 
Butler  alledges,

IV ill  pafs  for  learneaer ,  he,  that's  known 
To  Jpeak  the  jirongefi  Reafon  in  his  own. 

The  Sentence  to-*which  the  above  Quotation  from  our 
Author,  alludes,  is  this  :  “  But  as  I  am  fully  perfuaded  of 
4i  the  Truth  of  what  he  [  Mr.  E—  n\  aflerted  in  the 
“  Remarks,  That  his  Reputation  is  dearer  to  him  than  Life 5 
“  I  think  it  would  be  as  inconftflent  with  the  Efteem  and 
“  Friendship  I  have  long  proteiTed  for  him,  were  I  to  fee 
“  his  Character  fo  infidioufly  and  infamoufly  attacked, 
>c  without  my  appearing  in  his  Behalf,  as  it  would  be  for 
“  me  to  obferve  a  Ruffian  attempting  to  ftab  him  in  the 
u  Back ,  without  my  offering  to  avert  the  Blow.”*-,  “  Now 
it  may  be  curious  to  obferve,  how”  our  Author,  by  alter¬ 
ing,  tranfpofing,  and  adding  to  the  Words  of  the  latter 
Part  of  this  Sentence,  without  paying  any  Regard  to  their 
Connection  with  the  former  Part,  has,  as  he  thinks,  fur- 
nifhed  himfelf  with  an  Opportunity  of  difplaying  an  infinite 
deal  of  Wit  and  Humour .  This  indeed  is  no  uncommon 
Practice  with  Men  of  heavy  Intel  lefts,  who  having  no 
genuine  Wit  of  their  own,  are  obliged  to  Jludy  howto  be 
witty.  T  hus  have  I  obferved  fome  of  your  lecond  Rate 
Punfters,  who  not  being  able  to  ltart  a  Pun  off'  hand  on 
Things  as  they  occur  in  the  Courfeof  Conversation  (with¬ 
out  which  the  beft  is  Scarcely  tolerable)  do  therefore  labour 
hard  to  force  theDifcourie  to  fuch  Subjects  as  may  pro- 
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perly  introduce  the  Puns  they  had  previoufly  prepared  in 
their  Gofers.  And  thus  has  our  Author  managed:  Having 
furnifhed  himfelf  with  a  Quantity  of  Stuff  which  he  took 
to  be  good  found  Wit,  and  being  determined  to  fquirt  it 
all  at  Mr.  H— -fs  Adverpfement,  he  examines  that  care¬ 
fully  over  in  order  to  find  feme  Spot  proper  for  its  Recep¬ 
tion,  but  not  beirvg  able  to  difeover  any,  he  falls  immediately 
to  work  to  make  one  ;  juft  as  fome  Curs  ltrive  to 

fcratch  a  Hole  in  which  they  may  difeharge  their  Excre¬ 
ment. 

So  much,  by  Way  of  Simile,  in  Complaifance  to  our 
Author,  who  feems  very  fond  of  the  Buftnefs  of  Simile • 
making  ;  and  kis  no  Wonder  that  he  fliould  *,  for  he  has  a 
molt  furpiizing  Skill  in  adapting  them  todiis  Subject,  for 
InftanCe  :  After  luppofing  Mr.  H-—s  tc  to  call  out  aloud 
to  a  mafD dRnffian  (whom  he  had  obferved  to  come  behind  , 
his  Friend  and  give  him  a  found  Drubbing)  that  if  the 
Villain  wop  Id  but  fhow  bis  Face ,  or  tell  bis  Name,  he  would 
grind  him  to  Powder  f  he  tells  us,  that  “ juft  fo  the  re- 
"  howned  Don  Quixote,  meeting  a  few  Merchants,  cried 
out.  Let  the  whole  World  ftand  (till,  and  if  the  whole 
World  will  not  confefs,  affirm,  and  fwear,  that  the  Em-' 
prefs  Duldnea  (who  by  the  Bye  was  only  'a  common 
Trollop)  is  the  moft  beautiful  Dam  lei  in  the  World, 

I  challenge  you  all  to  Battle.”  Now \ as  it  may  poffiolv 
happen,  that  fome  of  my  Readers  may  be  as  ftupid 
as  !  was  upon  the  firft  Reading  of  this  Paffage,  and  not 
comprehend  the  leaft  Re  fe  mb  lance  between  Don  Quixote  s 
meeting  a  few  Merchants  Face  to  Face,  and  Mr.  s 

obferving  a  majk'd  Ruffian  to  come  behind  his  Friend ,  &c. 

I  ilial!  endeavour  to  give  them  fuch  Lights  into  tn is  Matter 
as  I  have,  by  Dint  of  hard  Study,  or  other  wife,  been  able 
to  procure.  I  iuppofe  then  the  “  few  Merchants ”  are  in¬ 
tended  to  allude  to  thofe  of  that  Profdfion  among  the  Pro - 
tefers,  who,  it  muft  be  acknowledged,  did  at  firft  foow 
their  Faces,  and  tell  their  Names  *,  but,  as  they  afterwaids 

put  on  their  Vifors,  and  aPofd  a  bafe,  aflaffinating  Pair, 
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they  then  became  mafic d  Ruffians ,  reiembling  the  one  Mr. 

yy _ j  obicrved  to  come  his  Friend.  But  what 

Affinity  there  is  between  the  Don’s  challenging  the  Mer¬ 
chants  to  Batik  if  they  did  net  confefs  that  Dulcinea  was 
the  moft  beautiful  Damlel  in  the  Vv orld,  and  Mr.// — s  s 
threatning  the  mafP  d  Ruffian  that  it  he  at  a  confefs  his  own 
Name,  or  Jhew  his  Face ,  he  would  grind  him  to  Powder,  is 
what  I  have  not  yet  been  abie  to  diicover  j  and  I  am 
apprehenfive,  that  it  the  <c  whole  IV c or  id  was  to  ft  ana  fill 
till  Doom’s-day  in  the  Afternoon,  the  whole  World  would 
not  even  then  comprehend  a  \ v  hit  more  or  the  Matter 
than  my  felt.  _  I  was  alio  for  a  long  1  ime  puzzled  to  find 
the  correfpondent  Part  of  the  Simile  belonging  to  “  common 
P rollop when  luckily  for  me,  a  worthy  t  }  ICTli  i  fuggetted 
that  it  muft  certainly  be  found  Drubbing  /’  for  that  our 
Author  having  fome  Time  ago  taken  it  into  his  Plead  to 
treat  a  virtuous  young  Woman  at  V  rank  ford ,  as  it  hie  had 
been  really  a  common  \ Trollop ,  (he  fnatcli’d  up  a  Broomitick 
and  gave  him  lucii  a  terrible  “  found  Drubbing that  he 
has  not  fince  been  able  to  feparate  the  Ideas.  How  this 
may  be,  I  can’t  fay,  but  I  think  the  Solution  ingenious, 
and  that  it  has  an  Air  of  Probability.

eppofe  your  Meafures,  or  tMyfliow  they  have 

Spirit  enough  to  fcand  up  in  Behalf  of  their  own  Characters,
